Mf. Sweater.-—The object of this bill la, of 


course, apparent to you and to tbo Eonss of 
Representatives. It provides for a reappor- 
tionment of tbe members ofthe lower branch 
of Ihe Legislature of this State according to 
the basis of the population of tho several 
towns and cities as prescribed in Article V 
of the ConslHulion. 
Under its provisions 


the city of Newport, which I have the honor 
in part of representing upon this floor, loses 
one Kepresentatlve. Tho 'town of Scituate 
loses one, and Ihe towns of Cmnberhn'd, 
Sinitbfleld and Cranston each, one. Tho 
gain is is follows two by the town of North 
Providence, and one each by the towns of 
Lincoln, Pawtucketaud Woonsocket. 


Now I take the ground that this reappor- 


tionmeat should not be made at the present 
time, for the following good and sufficient 
reasons: 


I think, sir, lhat it is some twelve or thir- 


teen years since there was any general reap- 
portionment of the General Assembly, and 
there has been no ladical change in that ap- 
portionment fora very much greater number 
of years; so that the city of Newport and 
many ofthe larger towns in the Slate hold 
today the same number of IiBj>rcsontatives 
upon the floor of this riouae that they did 
at the time ofthe adoption of the Constitu- 
tion of thisState iu lieuof tho old Charier 
to wit: some thirty years ago. This reap- 
porllonment cuts down the number of Eep- 
resentatives from that Cily from five to four. 
Now, sir, what sreat necessity is there pros 
sing upon us lo require that we should make 
a change which is iu iiself hnt very little

to reapportion tho representation of this 
Stato upon a basis which is foreign to the 
character of our institutions; not to reduce 
tho number of representatives from one 
town in order to add to the number from 
other towns, where there is no reason for it 
eitber present or remote. 1 cannot see what 
possible argument my friends ou the other 
side can urge in ils favor pscept that the 
Constitution does authorize this reapporl ion- 
men t. True it allows U lo bo made when- 
ever necessary. But it does not require it, 
ind there is no necessity pressing upon us 
to make it at the present lime. Only wait 
three brief years and Ihen if by tho Slate 
census we lose the .Representative WR will 
submit gracefully. Hut we cannot passive- 
ly acquiesce when such a procedure towards 
us is based upon a census which 1 assert to 
be incorrect and deficient so far as Iho city 
ol Newport is concerned, Inasmuch as it was 
taken at a season of the year when Ihe 
great mas? of our floaling populaliou was 
driven away from our shores and inasmuch 
as if it had been taken wilh a view lo Ibis 
reapportionment we should have stood from 
ten to fifteen per cent beyond where we stand 
now.
